A LETTER. 


June, which was as follows :— 


to-day for allocation of the pig supplies 
among the individual curers is so grotesque 
that I hasten to inform you that the com- 
pany which I represent desires—before you 
arrive at your final conclusions—to withdraw 
their case from your further consideration. 
The Board @ the Claremorris Bacon Co. 
meets to-morrow, and will, I hope, take 
similar action. Briefly, I desire to put on 
record some of the more remarkable aspects 
of your proposals, O’Magra, Ltd., Limerick, 
and the Claremorris Bacon Co. submitted 
data, which you made no attempt to ques- 
tion, showing that they were entitled to 8 
per cent. and 6 per cent., respectively, of the 
total supply of pigs bought alive and dead 
for curing—i.e., 1,500 and 972 pigs per week. 
Your absurd counter-proposal is 6 per cent. 
and 3.6 per cent.—i.e., 1,000 and 550 pigs 
per week, respectively. Where has the 
difference gone? The figures you furnished 
are hardly sufficient to answer this question 
with accuracy, but they are quite sufficient 
for my purpose. (The letter gave figures 
allotted to the C.W.S. and J. M. Slattery, 
Tralee; Buttle, Enniscorthy; Murphy and 
C.F.U., Cork, in all cases showing an alloca- 
lion greater than 1933 killings.) in order to 
provide in part for this largesse of 31,000 
pigs, you have cut O’Mara, Ltd., and Clare- 
morris to the extent of about 15,000 and 
52,000 pigs per annum, respectively. Other 
firms, such as Castlebar and Roscrea, have 
also been mulcted heavily to fill the vacuum, 
whilst it is glaringly obvious that 
the largest firm of all—viz., Messrs. 
Denny and Co.—is carefully protected in the 
enjoyment of 208,780 pigs per annum, ccm- 
pared with their performance in 19335 of 
210,552. It is difficult to see why you have 
been so bountiful in all these cases, You 
were kind enough, indeed, to tell us the 
reasons in the case of Messrs. Buttle— 
namely, the Minister’s interest and anxiety 
as to their welfare and his opening of their 
factory. Your own opinion, so _ frankly 
stated, as to the unwisdom of such an un- 
necessary addition to the existing factories 
makes your subsequent generosity indeed 
remarkable. 

““One may only hazard a guess as to the 
influences that operated on your mind in the 
case of the other companies mentioned, but 
vour explanations were as lacking in convic- 
tion as your extraordinarily impertinent 
references to your personal interest in the 
firm I have the honour to represent’ were 
lacking in sincerity. 

“You expressed fear last week lest any- 
one might accuse you of undue favouritism 
to O’Mara. I knew then what that remark 
portended, but am glad to have postponed 
the action which | am now taking—viz., of 
withdrawing—since it has resulted in demon- 
strating the implications of your arbitration 
beyond any doubt or question. I might have 
had some hesitation in taking my present 
action had your proposals been within the 
bounds of reason; but they are so outrageous 
in their effects on my interests that I myself 
and those whom I have asked to advise me 
are deprived of any alternative.” 


THIRTY FIRMS.

NEW TRIAL ORDERED.

The Court of Criminal Appeal quashed the 
conviction and sentence of four years’ penal

Blending the Mixture. 


r 


The pipe-smoker knows the little intimate 


: Pipe versus Cigarette. 
Gardens. 


There is a deep joy in picking up a really 
good pipe at bargain price. en the 
sacred rite of blending the mixture. No 
real smoker buys a made-up mixture. He 
buys his stuff separately, often at different 
shops, since s0-and-so’s Latakia is the 
best, while the coarse cut Virginia from 
the corner shop tastes sweeter than that 
from anywhere else. Back in his own 
corner, he takes a clean newspaper and 
judiciously mixes again and again, till 
the first pipeful marks the successful out- 
come of what has become one of the minor 
—— joys of life. His pipes are 
riends, old acquaintances whose seasoned 
colourings are a pleasure to look upon. 
They may ranga from an aggressively new- 
looking ‘‘ straight grain,’’ with a promise 
of delightful mellowing to redeem its 
shininess, to a black and tried briar, 
bound neatly with black thread, and held 
together with some patent artificial wood, 
a mere fragrant shell of a once prized 
pipe. All neatly stacked like rifles in an 
armoury, with a fat, attractive jar to hold 
the weed that will transform each one 
from a mere wooden bauble to a key that 
opens memory’s happiest doors. 


Blots on the Landscape. 


I understand that in some continental 
countries it is the practice to levy a 
special tax on ruins, broken-down build- 
ings, exposed rubbish-heaps, and ugly 
hoardings, until the owner either removes 
the cause of offence, or rebuilds in 
accordance with an approved plan. Such 
an exaniple, if followed in this country, 
would not only produce a considerable 
addition to the revenue, but would also 
have the efiect of removing many of the 
unsightly objects which often mar an. 
otherwise pleasant vista. Both north and 
south of Dublin, for instance, the passen- 
ger in a railway carriage finds his view 
interrupted by a succession of rubbish 
heaps, which certainly ought to be en- 
closed. Some of these have already 
given rise to complains by local residents. 
Again, no one would care to interfere with 
vegetable plots, which have existed since 
the war, and still serve a useful purpose, 
but it ought to be possible to find some 
substitute for the hideous corrugated iron 
shacks with which so many of them are 
dotted. The compulsory clearing up of 
ruins, damaged buildings, and unsightly 
shacks would, I am sure, do much to re- 
move the reproach of untidiness from 
which few Irish towns are exempt. Such 
a scheme might very well begin at the very 
centre of affairs with the removal of the 
sentry’s hut (with stove-pipe) outside tho 
Government Buildings, a structure at 
which I have often seen foreign visitors 
raise a supercilious eyebrow.

Round the edges 
of this exiguous Palus Maeotis he has 
raised a rockery which is thickly over- 
grown with choice, but inexpensive, rock 
planis. The margin of the pond is planted 
with flags and water plants, while lily 
pads dot the surface of the water. At the 
moment the little piece of water is a de- 
light to see. Snowy-white chalices of 
water lilies float on the pond; stately iris 
bloom in clumps round the edges, and a 
host of delicate, green water-loving herbs 
fringe the shores daintily. In the deeper 
water—two feet, no less'—move a small 
shoal of rudd, and here and there fat gold 
fish swim lazily about the lily leaves. His 
lawn is trim and well bounded by borders 
full of wallflowers. Beds of other hardy 
annuals are ablaze, and amid all this 
botanic exuberance his well-trained Aire- 
dale stalks Agag-like to fend off intrusive

PRACTISING TAKES PLACE 
TO-DAY.

GELFAST, Wednesday. 


Official practising. will take place to-morrow 
for the County Down Trophy Car Race over 
a course of approximately three miles, near 
Donaghadee. The road will be closed to 
ordinary traffic at 9.30. 

' The race will be -over 30 laps (approxi- 
mately 114 miles), but for the official practice 
drivers and reserve drivers will be required 
to cover three laps of the course, one ol!

The serutineering of the cars was carried 
out by Mr. W. W. McLeod and Mr. C, A.

of Cork, has an interesting fitting on his 
Riley. It takes the form of a small propeller 
fitted on the chassis at the near side of the 
radiator, and, in revolving, it creates 
sufficient air pressure to ensure an even 
supply of petrol reaching the carburettor. It 
was used sá him in the Bray race.

Mrs. Dempsey, St. David's, Greystones, 
president of the branch, very kindly enter- 
tained the Committee to tea, after which 
Mr. E. Archer, hon, secretary, introduced 
Colonel Satterthwaite, who spoke on the work 
of the Lifeboat Institution. 

In the course of his remarks, the Secretary 
referred to the fact that Greystones was one 
of the most successful branches in the Free 
State in so far as the collection of funds 
was concerned, and he congratulated the 
Committee on having the interests of the 
lifeboat service so much at heart. He 
stated that the Institution had to economise 
in many ways, but that they were determined 
not to do so in the construction or design of 
the lifeboats; the very best was none too 
ood for the gallant men who risked their 
ives so often. Neither woula any economies 
be attempted with regard to ions, Of 
the twenty-two lifeboats stationed on our

THE CELTIC CONGRESS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—May I venture to hope that the com- 
ing session of the Celtic Congress in Dublin 
will give some consideration to the growth 
and progress of Celtic studies in the United 
States ? 

Men and women of the great Celtic family 
in America (Irish, Scots and Welsh) are 
numerous, influential and progressive. They 
have played an important part in the history 
and development of this country; they have 
been pioneers and leaders in the material and 
cultural progress of she United States. 

You many years the fostering of Celtic 
studies has been urged in American Univer- 
sities; but, because of the lack of endowment 
and special chairs, there are, with the single 
exception of the Catholic University of 
America, no Celtic specialists who can devote 
their entire time to those special fields. 

Despite this handicap the growing interest 
in things Celtic has produced a large body of 
research work, and its highest practical ex- 
‘ression is seen in the work of the Harvard 
Caiversity Archeological Mission. There is, 
alsu, #he proposal to form an American School 
uf Irish Studies in Dublin under the direction 
of the National Museum. 

Dr. Eoin MacNeill, when in America, urged 
the American Irish to give more thought and 
effort to the promotion of closer cultural ties 
with Ireland. saying that the widespread 
interest he found had tremendous cultural 
possibilities. When he returned to Ireland 
Dr. MacNeill said, in an _ article in 
Studies : *“Besides the people of Irish 
origins and affections, there are many 
in America who recognise that a right appre- 
ciation of Ireland’s place in history dissemin- 
ated in America must contribute to the cul- 
tural and spiritual upbuilding of America. . . 
Not as my own opinion, but as the considered 
view of men in eminent standing in American 
education.who are not of Irish origin, that 
Ire:ard's achievement in the past, nghtly made 
known in America through study, eduestion 
and publicity, can be expected to better the 
Scandinavian example, and thev advocate that 
this should he undertaken and achieved for 
the benefit of America.” 

It is obvious that this would result in a 
general Celtic awakening and advance in 
America, and, therefore, as Professor Agnes 
()’Farrelly says, has' become, in its own way, 
the Celtic League of Nations and an intellec- 
tual clearing-house for all scattered Celts. 

The Celts in America are powerful, wealthy 
and intelligent enough to lay the foundations ; 
but so far they have drifted, They need, and 
the time is ripe for, a setting-off of that vital 
spark that will fire their imaginations. The 
Celtic Congress can help materially in this 
work, if they will endorse and foster such a 
project. Such approval as they may give to 
the development of Celtic culture in the United 
States will recommend itself strongly to all 
the widely-scattered members of the great 
Celtic family there.—Yours, etc.,

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CORK SOLVING 
PROBLEM OF 
CHE SLUMS.

hen the City Manager, Mr. Phili 
Monahan, and the ration first hoot 
this question of re- the from 
slum areas it was realised that it had very 


different aspects from that existing in Dublin. 

Unlike the capital of the Free State, Corx 
had very few tenement dwellings which were 
occupied by a number of families. But what 
‘did exist was crowded areas of two-roomed 
cottages perched on the hillsides on the north 
west side of the city. Very little light and 
air reached the occupants of these dwellings, 
which bordered narrow streets and alleyways, 
and so the slum clearance scheme was intro- 
duced. 

A preliminary survey of the area revealed 
that about 25 per cent. of the six or seven 
hundred families that needed to be re-housed 
did not require more than a_three-roomed 
house. It also showed the difficulties that 
were likely to arise owing to the prevalence 
of unempioyment. 
ployment assistance was the only ‘support of 
as many as 33 per cent. of the famihes, so it 
was perfectly clear that they could not afford 
to pay high rents. 


NO FLATS. 


Having decided that there was no demand 
for the blocks of flats such as the Dublin Cor- 
poration is building, the Cork authorities em- 
barked on a scheme whereby houses would 
be built near the area to be cleared, and 
when the families had been transferred into 
them the dwellings which they had vacated 
would be knocked down, a street c#t to join 
the new housing area with the main road 
near the cathedral, and 200 more houses 
built. 

Up to the present time 250 houses have 
been built te we this scheme; 200 of these 
are four-roomed buildings, while the balance 
have three rooms. When 1 visited thee district 


with Mr. Monaghan he pointed cut the 


dilapidated dwellings from which the people 
had been transferred, and then showed me 
the new houses, which are of pleasing design. 
and each has a strip of garden. 

“The people have reacted very well to their 
new surroundings,’’ commented the City 
Manager, ‘‘and, as you can see, they have 
set about making their gardens attractive, 
although they only moved in a few days ago.”’ 


ABILITY TO PAY. 


Explaining the proeess by which the rents 
of the new houses are fixed in order to be 
compatible with the means of the families, 
Mr, Monahan said that, allowing for. the 
fact that the Government pays two-thirds of 
the loan charges on the cost of houses in 
slum clearance schemes, the rent works out at 
about ós. 6d. per week, including rates. 
“This is quite beyond the means uf families 
living on home assistance, and consequently 
we had to adopt a system of fixing rents in 
accordance with the ability of the people to 

ay.” : 

'"Belore being moved into a new house,”’ 
he continued, ''each family is required to 
make a sworn declaration of means, and ten- 
ants are required to declare any changes in 
the family income. In the event of an in 
crease by any substantial amount the rent is 
raised accordingly.”’ 

On the basis of ability to pay, rents for 
the new houses have been fixed at sums vary- 
ing from 2s. 6d. per week to 8s. per week 
The higher figure is the estimated rent at 
which the Corporation could let these houses 
if they had not been built as part of a slum 
clearance scheme—that is to say, if the 
Government had not paid two-thirds of tha 
loan charges. The lower rents are the highest 
amount which it is estimated unemployed 
persons can pay. 


HOW MONEY WAS RAISED. 


The building of houses for the re-housing of 
people from the slum areas was started in 
December, 1932, the necessary capital being 
raised by the issue of Corporation 4 per cent, 
Stock at 95. The future rate of progress, re- 
marked Mr. Monahan, is dependent largely 
on the ability of the Corporation to secure 
money at a reasonable iate. 

In Cork it is admitted that the slum areas 
should have been cleared years ago, but it is 
pointed out by responsible officials that 
during the seven or eight years after the 
signing of the Treaty money was scarce, build- 
ing costs were very high, and on this account 
comparatively little re-housing was done until 
the price of money, and also the cost of build- 
ing, fell. Apart from the price of materials, 
however, the rate of progress was also regu- 
lated by the supply of skilled labour, and 
even at the present time it is doubtful if more 
rapid progress could be made, as the number 
of plasterers and masons available for the 
work is limited. Still another factor which 
determines the speed at which building can be 
carried on is that a more rapid rate might 
adversely affect the quality of the materials 
or tend to increase the price of house con- 
struction. 

The capital of Munster has, however, faced 
all its difficulties in this direction boldly, 
and within the next few years it is certain 
that the cancer of slums will have been era- 
dicated from the city.

> ie Industry,”’ which he read at the 
Irish Universities’ third annual Congress in 
University College, "Dublin, yesterday. 

In Ireland, Dr. Drumm said, the subject of 
the graduate in industry had been completely 
neglected until recently. It had been 
neglected by the universities themselves, by 
statesmen and by captains of industry. The 
graduates, on the other hand, did not listen 
to the hints dropped concerning vacancies in 
factories and offices, which only they could 
fill. Statesmen, bankers and _ industrialists 
must see things in a new light. The task 
of orn the country merely became a 
problem of how to impart effective form to 
the finest human materials. .In order to ab- 
sorb graduates into the industrial and 
economic life of the country, said Dr. 
Drumm, it would be necessary for the states- 
man, the university authorities and indus- 
trialists to co-operate. Keener students 
should be encouraged to pursue post-graduate 
courses in their respective subjects, so as to 
train their powers of initiative. They should 
be prepared to enter the factory as novices, 
knowing that their cultural attainments and 
their self-confidence was bound to mark them 
out eventually for the position of responsi- 
bility and authority in industry. 


TALENT, 


Proposing a vote of: thanks to the lecturer, 
Mr. J. C. Flood said that the advantage of 
the graduate in industry was that, with a 
thorough grounding in theory, he was in a 
better position to apply himself to existing 
problems. One of the reasons why the Ger- 
mans were so successful was because they 
always sought the highest intellectual talent 
for the higher positions in industry. One 
of the things militating against the employ- 
ment of Irish graduates in Government. de- 
partments was, he said, that these depart- 
ments were virtually controlled by’ civil ser- 
vants, who gave preference to foreign 
graduates or to people who were not 
graduates at all. 

Mr, J. G McCrudden, Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Belfast, said that ‘generally the 
graduate was no more competent than the 
skilled technician in industry. The pos- 
session of a degree did not display a sense 
of initiative to the holder. 

In Northern Ireland ‘ beating the big 
drum ’’ was a more suceessful way of getting 
a job than the possession of a degree. 

A discussion on the paper having taken 
place, Dr. Drumm replied to the points 
raised. He said that this country would 
never really develop or afford the really in- 
teresting livelihood and prosperity that they 
would like to see, except they succeeded in 
bringing the bankers round to their way of 
thinking: He was sorry to see that in that 
direction they had not moved towards 
vietorq, because there was not one graduate 
on the Currency Commission. Their first 
duty was to conjure up their industry; and 
the finding out of the possibilities of this 
country called for striking originality, which 
the graduates possessed.

IRISH STONE AGE 
TOMBS. 


LIGHT ON NEOLITHIC 
BURIAL CUSTOMS. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


Preliminary and very successful excavations 
have been carried out by Mr. C. Blake 


p Whelan, M.A., M.R.I.A., Belfast, upon the 


site of an important Stone Age settlement 
which he had previously discovered in the 
uplands of Rathlin Island, County Antrim. 
The results secured during 1933, to which the 
Harvard Archeological Survey contributed, 
have been reported by Mr. Blake Whelan to 
the Royal Irish Academy, and will shortly 
be published in the proceedings of that body. 
In the meantime, the work of examining the 
area occupied, apparently over a long period 
ar. in considerable numbers, by _ early 
neoilithic settlers has been extended and 
developed, and it is already evident that the 
outcome will be of primary importance to 
Irish archeology. 

It appears that the island was inhabited 
in remote neolithic times by a race whose 
technique in manufacturing stone tools was 
identical with that of the Campignian im- 
migrants, who reached Western Europe some 
5,000 years ago, and whose culture derives 
its name from the somewhat later, but 
famous, prehistoric hill site of Le Campigny 
in Northern France (Seine-Inférieure). The 
pottery found by Mr. Whelan in his Rathlin 
hearths corresponds closely with the charac- 
teristic neolithic ware of Windmill Hill, 
Avebury (Wilts), which occurs in upland 
forts throughout Southern England, as well 
as in Western and Northern Scotland and 
elsewhere. It is particularly associated in 
South-west England and along the seaboard 
of Western Europe with collective tombs, 
and it is in this respect that the Rathlin 
excavations just completed have proved most 
informative, 

The. projection of large rock slabs above 
the surrounding field level led to the ex- 
cavation of what is evidently one of a group 
of rectangular burial chambers extending 
slong the valley terrace—a. smal island 
necropolis of the Stone Age. In Southern 
France, similar. chambers have been ex- 
cavated in the Department of Hérault 
(Western Mediterranean), and the associated 
finds compare remarkably closely with those 
from the Rathlin cist. On removal of the 
cover-stones from the latter and exposure of 
the low containing walls, a hearth of char- 
coal and ash was found surrounding the 
structure and yielding charred ox teeth, 
heavy stone pounders, crackled flint im- 
plements and flakes, potter’s paste, and 
many fragments of primitive types of cook- 
ing pot, thick and hand-made, showing 
traces of ornamentation at the neck by in- 
cised lines, grooves and flutings. It has 


been suggested by prominent French archere- * 


clogists that the ritual of burial in such 
tombs, after incineration of the human re- 
mains, was accompanied by animal sacrifice 
and the offering of flint tools and pottery— 
an important part of the material wealth of 
the community—in propitiation of the gods 
of the deceased, This suggestion may re- 
ceive some confirmation in the discoveries on 
Rathhn, and, in Mr, Whelan’s view, the 
pottery there found is the earliest yet dis- 
covered in Ireland.

The Act of 1932 limited the aggregate 
amount to £700,000, The new bill proposes 
to increase the amount to £1,400,000. 

In the original Act, Section 5 oe 
the Minister to make-a grant of if the 
construction of the house was begun on or 
after 12th May, 1932, and completed on or 
after 1st April, 1934, but before Ist April, 
1935. It is proposed to extend this latter 
date to Ist April, 1936. 1 
A new provision is to be added to this 
sub-section, making available a grant of 
£45 if the erection of the house was begun 
on or after 12th May, 1932, and completed 
on or after 1st April, 1936, but before 1st 
April, 1937. 

An extension of the date for the comple- 
tion of houses begun on or after 12th May, 
1932, and which, according to the original 
Act, should have been completed before 
1st April, 1935, is given to 1st April, 1937. 

These proviisons include grants to (1) 
any person (other than an agricultural 
labourer) who dervies his livelihood solely 
or mainly from agriculture, for erecting in 
a rural area a house for his own occupa- 
tion; (2) to an agricultural labourer for 
erecting a house in a rural area for his own 
occupation ; (3) to any person, other than 
those included in the two previous classes, 
who erects a house in a rural area ; 4) to 
a public utility society for erecting a house 
in a rural area for the occupation of a 
person (not an agricultural labourer) who 
makes his livelihood solely out of agricul- 
ture; (5) to a public utility society for a 
house for occupation by an agricultural

BILL PROMISED. 
According to Mr. Dies; member of the

It is 
reported that the average price paid so far 
by the Treasury for silver is at the rate of 
44 cents per ounce. 

Mr. Dies said that the Treasury officials 
believed that the vast purchases of silver 
involved by the new policy would cause the 
price of the metal to leap up, and that the 
United States would be lucky if it could 
obtain one-fifth of the world’s supply of 
silver without paying more than an 
average price of 75 cents per ounce. 

Mr. Dies has promised to introduce a 
bill in the next session of Congress to 
reduce the silver in the dollar from 412.5 
grains to 206 grains, thus devaluing the 
silver dollar as the gold dollar was de- 
valued. The proceeds would be applied 
to the reduction of the Government’s debt. 
The measure would restore silver to its 
old ratio with gold—i.e., 16 to 1 instead 
of 27 to 1, as at present. 


STOCKS SHRINK,

The stocks of silver held by the 
American refineries dropped during May 
by 4,691,000 ounces from 11,865,000 


ounces to 7,174,000 ounces, according to 
the American Bureau of Metal Statistics 

Refiners have been withholding sup- 
plies of silver for some months in order 
to reap the benefit of the anticipated 
advance in prices. 

The silver market attributes the sudden 
shrinkage to the fact that contracts 
entered into six months ago or more have 
been falling due.

EXPERTS TO UNDERTAKE 
THOROUGH STUDY. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 
During the summer a group of Treasury 
experts will, it is learned, undertake a 
thorough study of the currency and credit 
situations, as well as the Federal tax 
system, with the view of making recom- 


mendations for long-term planning in 
preparation for next year’s legislative 


programme. 
During the recent session of Congress 
the Administration was forced to head off 
a bill for the creation of a monetary 
authority to supersede the Federal reserve 
system .of currency and credit. The ex- 
perts’ study is expected to cover this field, 
and recommendations for or against its 
presentation to Congress will be made. 
The Administration’s gold and silver 
policies, and the question of the creation 
of a central bank, will likewise be 
examined. 
The taxation group will investigate tax 
pulicies, especially the need for revision 
and simplification, and the possibility of 
using revenue provisions as a business 
stabilisation device. 
The study of taxation is taken in some 
quarters as presaging a further increase 


ing the rising costs of the recovery pro- 
gramme. It is understood that the Ad- 
ministration is not yet willing to admit the 
0ssibility of increases, but there is a 
araerieoaph to deny that heavier burdens 
might have to be imposed.

NOTICES SENT TO DEAD

Eye of the privileges of those who 
attend the legislative combat at 
Leinster House at this particular season 
of the year is to contemplate the spectacle 
of Mr. Sean MacEntee, keeper of the 
nation’s purse, steering the estimates for 
the public services through a bored and 
almost deserted Dail, occasionally animad- 
verting to the kindred subject of his 
annual Finance Bill, and lending piquancy 
to the entire performance by declamatory 
outbursts against the political sins of his 
party's opponents. 

It is a fascinating spectacle; for Mr. 
MacEntee is ‘the model of a modern 
Finance Minister, who, whatever his 
acquaintance with the differential calculus, 
certainly knows the arts of strategy. More 
than that, he is a parliamentary orator. 
Watch him as he stretches forward to hurl 
his thunderbolts at the Opposition, his 
face twisted with histrionic rage, and then 
lean against the bench behind him to 
watch the effect of his last Jovian shaft 
and to collect his energies preparatory to 
delivering the next. Note how swiftly the 
arguments tumble to his lips, so swiftly 
that at times his tongue ties itself into 
knots in trying to keep pace with the flow. 

No doubt, he regretted that his speeches 
yesterday on the vote for a £300,000 
advance to the Guarantee Fund could not 
have been delievered a few days ago as 
ammunition for the local _ elections 
campaign. The fund is to recoup local 
authorities for arrears of land annuities 
which have been funded under the terms 
of last year’s Land Act, and the Minister 
dwelt long and often upon the alleged 
campaign to prevent payment of rates and 
annuities, as a result of which, he said, 
local services in some areas were in 


jeopardy—were, in fact, only being main- . 


tained by overdrafts. 
‘TAKE YOUR MEDICINE.” 


Mr. Cosgrave, in contrast to the 
Minister, employs no rhetorical tricks, 
He thinks aloud, speaking slowly and 
forcefully, stressing his points with out- 
stretched index finger, and scoring by the 
clarity and directness of his words. He 
disclaimed-any attempt by his party to 
hold up the payment of rates, and then 
came down heavily on the party which 
now sits in judgment by recalling that 
“one of the Ministers of State at the 
minute once signed a statement thveaten- 
ing the people who paid rates with the 
gun.” 

“The Minister is looking at the Chair 
wanting to know if this is in order,” he 
remarked, watching the direction of Mr. 
MacEntee’s glance ; ‘‘take your medicine.”’ 
On the whole, perhaps, Mr. MacEntee 
would not have strengthened the Fianna 
Fail chances if this had been a pre- 
election debate. When he attributed 
defaults in County Kilkenny to organisa- 
tion, Mr. Mnlcahy got in an effective 
riposte by putting the £3,800 decrease in 
rates receipts in that ceunty last year 
side by side with the decrease of £57,000 
in the county’s Government grant. ~ Mr. 
Fionan Lynch, however, scored the 
shrewdest blow by reminding the House of 
what happened in the case of the Water 
ford farmers who were arrested last year. 

“On the one case where the Govern- 
ment thought they had a shred of evidence 
of any conspiracy,’’ he remarked, ‘‘ the 
men were brought before the Military 
Tribunal and found not guilty.” 

THE SOLE OCCUPANT. 


Having got this vote through the House, 


Mr. MacKntee mcved the vote for the 
Land Commission, and then left the 
Government front bench in the sole 


possession. of a rare occupant. This was 
Mr. Connolly, translated for the occasion 
from the Senate to the Dail to sponsor, 
in his capacity of Minister for Lands, the 
trio of estimates for the Land Commission, 
Forestry and the Gaeltacht. For the 
last of these, which naturally lends itself 
to discussion in the Irish tongue, he had 
the expert assistance of Mr. Derrig, the 
Minister for Education. 

One recalls the time when, Mr, Con- 
nolly, as Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs, contented himself with launching 
his estimate for that department, upon its 
journey through the Dail, with a few 
formal figures as its sole recommendation. 
Yesterday he came much .more lavishly 
equipped documentarily, but, as an indica- 
tion of policy, it was as bare of detail as 
the potential forests are of trees. Both 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, of the United Ire- 
land Party, and Mr. Seamus Moore, of the 
Fianna Fail Party, were agreed on that. 
As regards broad outline, however, he an- 
nounced that schemes of development are 
to come before the Dail soon, and a more 
ambitious estimate may be looked for 
next year. 

Placidity was the keynote of these three 
debates. On the subject of forestry, Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney, while disclaiming all 
pretensions to expert knowledge, dealt in- 
structively with a question on which few 
deputies could have ventured to- speak, 
while Mr. Moore expressed bewilderment 
at the disparity which, he said, existed 
between the experience of ordinary men 
who grew trees and the dogmas of the 
scientific experts of the Forestry Depart- 
ment. Mr. Eamonn Donnelly seized the 
opportunity of the Land Commission vote 
to denounce the outlook of the Commis- 
sion s Officials, who were warmly defended 
by their ex-Ministerial chief, Mr. Lynch. 

THE BURNING TOPIC. 

Seizures for unpaid rates were the burn- 
ing topic on this vote, Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney illustrated the apparent casual- 
ness of the system of issuing warrants by 
citing the fact, from his own knowledge, 
that notices had been sent out to people 
who were already dead, and adding that 
the seizures would be made. Mr. Lynch, 
who first raised the question, was satisfied 
that the seizures should cease altogether— 
especially as a case is now sub judice 
which will challenge the legality of all 
warrants issued by the Land Commission. 

Deputies were discussing Mr. Lynch's 
motion to refer back the Gaeltacht vote 
when the House adjourned. Had there 
been a division last night, 1t would have 
revealed an “extremely depleted attend- 
ance—partly due, no doubt, to the per- 
sonal interest of many deputies in the 
local government elections, Not many of 
them had left the booths for the Legisla- 
ture, though Mr. Hogan, the Deputy- 
Speaker, was presiding over the House 
when he received the telegram which in- 
formed him of his election in Clare.

MINISTER TAKEN BY

T the instance of Senator Colonel 
Moore the discussion of the Defence 
Forces (Temporary Provisions) Bill No, 2, 
which was to have been taken yesterday 
in the Senate, was postponed etill next 
Wednesday.

Senator Blythe’s objec- 
tion to the bill being passed for the full 
year, as usual, was by way of protest 
against the absence from the text of the 
bill of any provision precluding the pos- 
sibility of persons being appointed as 
officers in the new Volunteer Force, unless 
they have adequate training, and have 
passed a stipulated period in the Military 
College. 

It was also requested that a permanent 
Army Act should be introduced at an 
early date. It is in respect of this that 
Colonel Moore hopes to alter the decision 
which the Senate has already come to. The 
compilation of an Army Act is a work of 
gigantic dimensions, he asserted, and, 
showing the House a copy of the British 
Army Act, and the regulations which go 
with it, pointed out that it would be im- 
possible to prepare such an intricate and 
important work in a limited period. 

Colonel Moore made it clear that he 
was acting entirely on his own initiative, 
and the Minister, Mr. Frank Aiken, was 
taken by surprise when informed of what 
was proposed. 


LAND SETTLEMENT. 

The Senate also postponed yesterday the 
consideration of Senator Sir John Keane’s 
motion calling for an inquiry by econo- 
mists and practical farmers into the pre- 
sent policy of “closer land settlement,”’ 
and, pending a report, that a stay be 
placed on the further acquisition of grass- 
fattening land.

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AIR AND EMPIRE.

The Times, commenting in a leading 
article to-day on. Lord Londonderry’s 
statement on imperial air defence, says :— 
The evolution of the aeroplane has, in- 
deed, completely changed strategic values. 
The weapon whiclt was auxiliary in the 
last war is likely to be predominant in 
the event of another. The methods ot 
attack and defence will need to be thought 
out in three-dimensional terms, and the 
attempt to break the power of resistance 
of the enemy by depressing his moral will 
be the special function of the Air Force. 
In the current number of The Round Table 
(by no means an alarmist review) there is 
a realistic study of the lines along which 
the war of the future may develop unless 
ijt is prevented betimes by some collective 
¢cheme for massing overwhelming strength 
against a first violater of the peace. It is 
suggested with great force that the kev 
to European peace is in British hands: 
that the potential air power of the Empire 
is so vast that Great Britain and the 
Dominions can themselves be rendered un- 
assailable, and that the knowledge that such 
power would be used against an aggressor 
would throttle practically every war that 
might threaten the peace of the world. But 
if this is to be the object, then there must 
clearly be far closer collaboration between 
the different parts of the Empire than 
exists at present. 

It is by no means too early now to begin 
to organise a common imperial outlook in 
the matter of air defence. There is much, 
in short, to be said for Lord Elibank’s 
suggestion that an Imperial Defence Con- 
ference should be assembled in London at 
an early date for the general examination 
of this question, and, in particular, for 
considering the establishment of a perma- 
nent, or periodic, Air Council for the 
Empire.

ALLEGED TO HAVE

NEW YORK, Wednesday, 

Mr. J. W. Harriman, former head of 
the Harriman National Bank and Trust 
Company, who was found guilty a ~eek 
ago by a Federal Court jury on charges of 
falsifying records and misapplying funds 
of the bank, has been sentenced to four 
and a half years’ imprisonment. 

Mr. Harriman, who was arrested in 
March, 1933, following President Roose- 
velt’s decision to start proceedings against 
a number of Wall street bankers, was 
alleged to have misapplied funds to the 
amount of $1,661,170 (about £330,000). 

When the trial ended on June 19, after 
having: lasted a month, Mr. Albert, M. 
Austin, former: vice-president of the bank, 
was acquitted on charges similar to those 
brought against Mr. Harriman. 

Judge Knox, of the Federal Court, 
giving sentence, directed that Mr. Hare- 
man sheuld be turned over to “the 
custody of the Attorney-General of the 
United States for confinement in a 
penitentiary for a period of four and a 
half years for each count on which he 
stands convicted.” 

The Court inadvertently neglected to 
mention that the sentences were to be con- 
current, but subsequently the judge stated 
that that was meant, and ordered the 
phrase to be inserted in the record. . 

A delay in putting the sentence into 
force was allowed until July 1 to permit 
Mr. Harriman to apply to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for a 
further stay. :

TEXT OF BRITAIN'S

PAYMENTS ÍN KIND

HE following is the text of the reply 
[ of the British Government to the 
United States Government’s Note of June 


12:— 

‘After careful consideration of the 
Note which you addressed to Sir RN. 
Lindsay on June 12, His Majesty's 


Government in the United Kingdom feel 
that there are two guestions to which it 
may be useful to make further reference. 

‘In the first place, His Majesty's 
Government would observe that in their 
Note of the 4th inst. they did not state 
that the payment of the British War debt 
was legally contingent upon the payment 
of the debts due to them. What they said 
was that it would be impossible for them 
to contemplate a situation in which they 
would be called upon. 4o honour in full 
their War obligations to others, while con- 
tinuing to suspend all demands for the 
payment of the War obligations due to 
them. | 

‘*'This was a statement not of law, but 
of fact. 

‘‘ Secondly, as regards: a suggestion of 


payments in kind, His Majesty’s Govern- 


ment would recall that experience . of 
German reparations showed that transfer 
difficulties are not. solved by a-system of 
deliveries in kind. 


NOT DISTINGUISHABLE. 

As the committee presided over by 
General Dawes pointed out in 1924, in 
their financial effects, déliveries in kind 
are not really distinguishable from cash 
payments. In fact, the economic objec- 
tions to cash payments would apply with 
equal force to deliveries in kind unless

those deliveries were to consist of indi-. 


genous products of the debtor country, 
excluding re-exports, and unless they were 
to be accepted by the creditor country and 
consumed by it, im addition to the goods 
taken from the debtor country in the 
‘normal course of trade. 

‘If the United Kingdom were not to 
receive payment for goods exported on 
commercial account her exchange resources 
available for the purchase of cotton and 
other goods frém. America would be still 
further diminished. 


THE POSSIBILITIES. 

** Therefore, while not unwilling to give 
further consideration to the possibilities 
in this direction, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment could not at present sée any method 
of putting such a plan into practice which 
would be likely to pbc itself to the 
Government of the United States of 
America, 

‘* In the view of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment the primary question for settlement 
is the amount that should be paid, having 
regard to all the circumstances of these 
debts. 
‘They regret that up to the present it 
has not been possible to make further pro- 
gress in this matter, but they will welcome 
the opportunity of resuming discussion 
whenever it may appear that the present 
abnormal conditions have so far passed 
away as to offer favourable prospects- for 
a settlement, since they are sincerely 
anxious to remove from the sphere of con- 
troversy all, or any, matters which might 
disturb the harmony of tthe 
between the two countries.”’ 


STRIKERS RESUME 
WORK. 


RESULT OF MINISTER’S 
INTERVENTION.

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As the result of the intervention of the 
Tree State Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, a strike in the Dublin printing trade 
which started yesterday morning ended at 
lunch time. The men resumed work ‘in the 
afternoon, pending a conference which is to 
be held in the Trade and Industry Branch of 
the Department of Industry and Commerce, 
Lord Edward street, Dublin, this afternoon. 

Over one hundred workers—packers, store- 
men, drivers and machine assistants—in seven 
companies—Messrs. Cahill and Co., Ltd.; 
Alex. Thom and Co., Ltd. ; Monson, Robinson 
and Co.; the Educational Company of 
Ireland, Ltd.; John T. Drought, Armstrong 
and Co., Ltd., and the University Press— 
were affected by the strike, which was 
declared at a meeting of the Printing Trades 
Section of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union in Liberty Hall on Tuesday 
night, 

The dispute arose over the claim of the 
men to seek a minimum wage of £3 per week 
for all employés over twenty-one years of age 
and a progressive scale of wages for younger 
workers. It was stated that the employers, 
represented by the Dublin Master Printers’ 
and Allied Trades’ Association, had refused 
the demand on the grounds that the union 
had not given the names of the individual 
employés on behalf of whom the claim was 
made. 

- Yesterday morning the works of the com- 
panies affected were picketed, but when the 


Minister’s message was received the men were . 


called to a meeting by the union officials, who 
recommended that they should accede to the 
(Government, request, that they return to work 
in the afternoon. ‘The meeting agreed te 
adopt this course and returned to duty.

S EVERAL large sums were voted by the Dail yesterday for various pur- 


poses. 


They included £300,000 to defray charges for advances on 


the Guarantee Fund, £709,574 in connection with salaries and expenses of 
the Land Commission, and £121,804 for the purposes of forestry, 


The increase in the Land Commission vote was explained by reason 
of the speeding-up of work under the Land Act of 1933, and changes in 


land purchase finance. 


The Minister for Lands stated that it is intended to acquire and divide 
during the year the maximum number of acres of land. 


The forestry vote is nearly £30,000 more than last year, and a new 


Forestry Bill is promised. 


Leave was granted to introduce the Citizenshi Bill, 1934, which Ré 
vides for and regulates the acquisition by birth of Free State citizenship, 
and the forfeiture or loss of such citizenship.

ARREARS OF ANNUITIES. 


Mr: MacENTEF, Minister for Finance, 
raoved that a sum of £300,000 be passed to 
defray the charges for an advance to the 
Guarantee Fund. The purpose of the vote, 
he said, .was to enable a further payment to 
be made to local authorities on foot of the 
lecal taxation grants absorbed in the 
Guarantee Fund, and meeting arrears of land 
purchase annuities which were funded under 
the Land Act of 1833. 

A sum of £1,.616,000 had already been paid 


cut of the Exchequer in respect of funded 
arrears, and this with the £300,000 now asked 
for made a total of £1,916,000. 

The Land Act of 1933 provided for the 
funding of all arrears in respect of the three 
years period ending with the May and 
June gales of 1933. Prior to the fund- 
ing operations these arrears had been 
made good at the expense of the local 
authorities by drawing on the Guarantee 
Fund. The Minister in charge. of the 1933 
Land Act during its passage through the 
Oireachtas indicated that recoupment would 
he made to local authorities from time to 
time, but no specific provisions for that 
recoupment were made in the Act. It had 
been the Government’s intention, however, 
that payment --ould be made as and when 
the arrears were collected, or, as in this case, 
when the finances of the local authorities 
appeared to require it and the Exchequer 
position permitted. 

At the moment the finances of some of the 
County Councils, particularly those in which 
a vigorous no-rate and no-annuity campaign 
had been proceeding, were in an unhealthy 
| condition, so that the local services were in 
jeopardy, due mainly to the large volume of 
‘uncollected rates and the non-payment of 
annuities. The position had been so grave 
| in fact that some county councils had only 
been able to maintain local services by means 
of large scale overdrafts. In these circum- 
stances the Government thought it advisable 
to come to the assistance of local authorities 
and make payments to them on foot of the 
funded annuities, and it was with this view 
that the estimate was brought before the 
i House. 


PLIGHT OF COUNCILS.. 
Mr. MULCAHY (U.I., North Dublin) said 


_ that the Minister had had conveyed to him 


by members of his own party the. very 
distressful state of affairs that existed in most 
counties in the country, and this had been 
referred to in very striking terms by various 
District Justices who had had to review 
the circumstances of men brought into their 
courts for non-payment of rates. 

The Limerick County Council had already 


protested that £88,000 had been withheld 
from them as the result of the non-payment 
of annuities, and the Wexford County 
Council had been discussing whether or not 
they would increase the amount of money 
raised from the ratepayers by a sum equiva- 
lent to an additional seven pence halfpenny 
in the pound by reason of money withheld 
for the same cause. 

In the case of Waterford and Kilkenny, 
the Minister had had pointed out to him 
the very striking differences in the amounts 
paid by the ratepayers in those counties and 
the amounts paid in Government grants. The 
ratepayers of County Kilkenny last year had 
paid only £3,800 less than in the year be- 
fore, but the Government grant was £57,000 
less. 

Continuing, he said that the Minister 
would be forced very definitely during this 
year to come further to the assistance of 
County Councils and to disgorge. 

Mr. MacENTEE—Is that a threat? 

Mr. MULCAHY—I am telling the Minis- 
ter what he must know—that he cannot 
squeeze out of the farming community in 
Kilkenny this year the amount of money that 
he squeezed out of them last year. If he 
— he can he is living in a fool’s para- 
dise, 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork City) said 
that at no time during the last twelve years 
did the County Councils reguire assistance 
more than at present. Their financial posi- 
tion was very serious, and if it were in- 
tended to put the County Conncils in the 
position that they were entitled to expect, 
then this should be £660,000; instead of 
£300,000. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE said 
there was nothing deducted from the Agricul- 
tural Grant last year except what had been 
deducted through the operation of the Guar- 
antee Fund—a fund which had been 
functioning for the whole ten years that the 
previous Government had been in office, and 
under which there had been withheld from 
the local authorities sums amounting to 
£750,000, because the people did not pay 
their land annuities. It happened this year 
that there was about £360,000 of land 
annuities unpaid, and the Guarantee Fund, 
operated in regard to those non-payments. 
That deduction was made in the ordinary 
course, following the precedent that the late 
Government itself followed when it continued 
in the 1923 Act the Guarantee Fund as a 
feature of land purchase legislation. - 

Of the arrears in respect of which these 
moneys were now being released to the local 
authorities in anticipation of their payment, 
over £600,000 had. been withheld, not by the 
present Government, but by their predeces- 
sors In Office, and the present, Covernment 
did not get the benefit of one penny piece 
of that money. They had funded those 
arrears, the greater part of which could be 
regarded as bad debts, and accepted responsi- 
bility for collecting them over a period of 
forty years. 


The Government was not concerned, 
frankly, with the position of the men who 
had wilfully and deliberately brought about 


a state of affairs to dislocate local services, 


| but they were concerned with the position 


of justice to the owners, suitability of the. 
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of the honest farmers and ratepayers of the 
country, who had their obligations, and who 
constituted the majority of the people, The 
Government were not going to allow those 
who had paid their rates to suffer individually 
for the default of their neighbours. 


SITUATION IN KILKENNY. 
Regarding the position of affairs in Kil-

He agreed 
that they did not bring them below £300,000, 
and if that money were not collected by the 
County Councils they would have to be wiped 
off. When Fianna Fail came into office 
the total arrears amounted to £700,000, and 
£300,000 of that sum had been withheld from 
the local authorities. They had refunded 
that, and had spread the collection over a 
period of years. They anticipated the col- 
lection for that year and released that sum 
to the local authorities, in order to relieve 
the position of the people to whom Mr. Cos- 
grave referred.

WORK OF THE FLYING

Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, 
moved a vote of £709,574 in connection with 
the. salaries and expenses of the Land Com- 
mission. 

Senator CONNOLLY, Minister for Lands, 
said that the estimate for the current year 
was not comparable with previous estimates 
on account of the new circumstanees created 
by the Land Act of 1933 and the changes in 
land purchase finance which had arisen in 
consequence. An increase of about £30,000 
in salaries, wages and allowances was due 
mainly to the increased staff which had to 
be provided for the operation of the 1933 
Act—an increase in number from 761 to 830, 
or 69 extra officials, of whom 63 were 
specially engaged in speeding up the acquisi- 
tion and division of untenanted land. 

In a review of the work of the Land Com- 
mission, the Minister mentioned that im- 
provement works provided employment for 
1.500 men in the summer months and for 
2,000 in the winter. With respect to the 
division of untenanted land under the Land 
Acts, 1923-35, during the past year a total 
area of something like 35,000 acres has been 
divided among 3,000 allottees During the 
last few months since the new Land Bonds 
became available under the 1933 Act, an 
additional area of 15,000 acres has been 
acquired for division. The preliminary pro- 
ceedings for acquiring untenanted land have 
also been pushed forward, and, during the 
year ended ólst March, an area of no less 
than 150,000 acres on some 660 estates has 
been inspected as to suitability for acquisi- 
tion, This compares with an average area 
inspected during thé previous five years of 
40,000 acres per annum, This: great increase 
is wholly due to a new procedure adopted for 
speeding up the work generally.
